PELLAGRA IN FLORIDA. 
Report by Dr. J. Y. Porter, State Health Officer of Florida. 

The figures given below are summarized from reports made by 
various members of the medical profession in answer to inquiries as 
to the prevalence of pellagra in the past and at the present time. 

During the years 1909 and 1910, pellagra was diagnosed and 
treated in 22 of the 47 counties in Florida, there being a total of 91 
cases with 41 deaths, distributed among the races and sexes as follows :

It is very evident that the deaths among the colored population 
have not been completely reported. 

Twenty-eight of the cases were reported from the State Hospital 
for the Insane, at Chattahoochee. 

The reports are so incomplete in details that I am unable to even 
make an estimate of the number of cases on hand. 

The physicians who have made reports of cases are being further 
requested to furnish details as to race, sex, age, recoveries, and 
fatalities.
